DETAILS OF AXIS MILITARY 
FORCES ON TURKEY'S FRON- 
TIERS were given by MARTIN 
AGRONSKY, Ankara correspon- 
dent of the National Broadcasting 
Company, in a hroadcast to the 
United States this morning. 


Accordiny to his figures, com- 
bined Nazi. Bulgarian and Italian 
Jorces near the Turkish frontier 
amount to 16 divisions plus a fur- 
ther four Nazi divisions in Bul 
garia. 

Eleht Bulgar divisions are, on 
the Turkish frontier in Eastern 
Thrace, The Bulgars dv not pos- 
sess gq Single fully motorised or 
armoured division, Only two of 
‘the Nazi divisions in Eulgaria are 
assault troops—none are armour- 
ed or motorised. 

The Nazis also have suflicleut 
ground staffs to man fully at 
least 20 aerodromes, but no 
planes. In Greete, the Germans 
have two active service divisions, 
none of them based near the 
Turktsh frontéer, of the motoris- 
ed type. 

IQALIAN DIVISIONS 

As for the Itallans, they have 
three divisions based on a former 
Greek Aegean Island command- 
tug the mouth of the Dardanelies 
and lying the length of Turkey's 
western coastline. : 

In Eastern Thrace, near the 
Turkish frontier, the Itallana have 
only one division. It 1s motorised 
with only a few tanks. 

Even putting together all the 
Bulgarian, Italian and German 
troops at the moment avatlable 
near Turkey’s frontier, the Ger- 
mans do not yet muster enougn 
forces to attack the Turks safely 
now or in the near future says 
Agronsky. 

It 1s persistently rumcurea here 
that a German attack ts im- 
minent. However, according to 
these dispositions, it cannot be 
seen how they can attack, adds

‘miseries and hardships, the 
ordinary man-in-the-street

for their protection from 
death and disaster have not 
yet been completely solved. 
There is also the fact that the 
civilian populations have been 
led to expect even graver 
hardships and greater hor- 
rors as the brains of the belli- 
gerent nations are directed 
towards finding new weapons 
to gain them a victory. 


VIEWED from this angle, 
the two yéars of war which 
have just closed might well 
be described, in the words of 
an American newspaper, as 
“searing and senseless.” This, 
however, is but a selfish atti- 
tude and, happily, it is not 
an attitude that is shared by 
the. vast majority of the 
people of those countries 
which have ‘taken up arms, 
very much against their wish 
to do so, to end the constant 
threat to national security 
and- the menace to world 
peace and tranquillity which 
is embodied in. tHe war’ ‘aims 
‘of the aggressor nations.

NIGHT ATTACKS 


Turning to the R.A.F. night at- 
tacks.

“When a force as large as that 
(/s sent out to Ay far Into Germany 
by night, casuaities are inevita- 
ble,” conilnued Major Stewart.

When 
these josses are looked upon in 
relation to the whole war they 
are really insignificant. They 
do not rise to extreme figures. 
“One thing ts certain and that is 

that until the German alr force is 


out on September 3, 1939, but 
on the definite change that 
has taken place in the picture 
since the German hordes 
swept everything beforé them 
in the middle of 1940. As Eu- 
ropean nations were crushed 
in the path of the Nazi ag- 
gressor and when hope for 
the survival of democracy 
was at

The mission, in 
addition to anti-malaria work, will 
handle all sanitation and public’ 
health work for the. labouring 
population of some 250,000 men. 

The United States, it is annonn- 
ced, will allocate US$1,150,000 of 
the Lease-Lend Funds for this 
work. The sending of the mission 
indicates that the US. is no 
merely providing . material and 
supplies for Ching to carry on her 
resistance, but ts also giving as- 
sistance in every way possible, The 
supplies tor the building of the 
Burma Railway are also being pro- 
vided for under the Lease-lend 
enactments.

“However, !mprovements are vt- 
ing handicapped owing to the war 
Several admirable schemes have 
heen held up for the time being, 
owing to the lack of materials ana 
Jabour and other obstacles.” 

Of the recent strikes, Major 
\Orde-Brown said he had not been 
in the position of getting full 
evidence. 

For example he was not author- 
ised to take statements on oath, 
but he had been able to get suffi- 
client information to enable him 
to make recommendations which 
might possibly lead to steps to 
,avold a recurrence. 


. Major Orde-Brown remarked 
‘that he had come to the conclu- 
sion that there was a slight labour 
shortage and a small increase of 
imported labour for the time being 
would be justified. 

But {t was necessary tv look 
ahead. With the end of the war 
and the release from war work 
of a large amount of labour, 
Malaya would be faced with a 
serious problem.

Mr, Cheng Chik-ch!, manager of 
the Hongkong hranch of the Chiap 
Hua Manufactory Co., the next 
witness called, stated that the fm 
was not a registered company and 
that the partners were relatives 
and friends, The partners were 
Cheng Kung-ngal, Kwok Yin-mul, 
Cheng Chek-lu, Ng Ying-heung, Tse 
Ching, Chan Shum-tak and wit- 
ness.
